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USSR- Cuba : The Soviet ship Orenburg , probably 
carrying a military cargo, is in the Western Atlantic 
and should arrive in a Cuban port by 23 or 24 October. 
The light load of this vessel- -2,880 tons --suggests it 
may be carrying military equipment rather than am- 
munition, spares, and replacement parts, which ap- 
parently made up the bulk of cargo in the last two ma- 
jor Soviet military shipments to Cuba. Photography 
indicates the ship has no cargo on deck.
